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Fraud 
case is 

growing

A Romulus woman was 
charged with 163 criminal 
counts of larceny- embezzle- 
ment Monday, including 
charges she stole from a neigh- 
bor afflicted with Alzheimer’s 
Disease. 

Romulus Detective Sgt. Dan 
Snyder said Kathy Frye, 35, of 
Romulus appeared before 34th 
District Court Judge Henry 
Zaborowski and was ordered 
held on a $50,000 personal 
bond. Her return date in court 
for a pre-trial hearing is May 
25. 

Frye had originally been 
charged with a single count of 
larceny over $100, Snyder said, 
and that charge was dropped 
over a month ago, in prepara- 
tion for the more extensive 
case against Frye. 

Ray Kiddle, nephew of the 
victim, Helene Pack, was the 
complainant in the new 163 
charges that each contain four 
alternative counts. The alter- 
native counts are larceny over 
$100, larceny by trick, larceny 
by conversion and embezzle- 
ment, Snyder said. 

Each embezzlement count 
carries up to 10 years in prison 
and a $5,000 fine and the lar- 
ceny charges carry maximum 
terms of four years. 

Snyder said Frye was hired 
by her neighbor, Richard Pack, 
back in 1989 to care for his 
wife, Helene, who is suffering 
from Alzheimer’s Disease. The 
husband testified earlier that 
Frye was simply asked to take 
his wife for rides and interact 
with her socially. He said in no 
way was Frye to handle any of 
his wife’s financial dealings. 

Police charge Frye had the 
victim sign her on as a co- 
signer for the couple’s certifi- 
cates of deposit, some worth 
up to $115,000. She also had the 
victim remove her husband’s 
name from the CDs. 

Frye also is charged with 
having the victim sign checks, 
which she is accused of cash- 
ing and keeping the money. 

Snyder said Frye is accused 
of illegally taking $372,000 
from the Pack bank accounts. 

Recently, Romulus detec- 
tives obtained a search war- 
rant for Frye’s home and 
confiscated more than $60,000 
of personal items they claim 
Frye purchased with the 
money she obtained from the 
victim. 

If convicted, Frye’s personal 
items will be sold and re- 
turned to the Pack family as 
partial restitution for the 
money taken, Snyder said.

Transportation chief retiring

After 41 years of service to 
the Romulus Community 
School District, Transporta 
tion Supervisor John Hady- 
niak announced his 
retirement effective June 30. 

Hadyniak said he joined the 
school district back in 1953 
shortly after being discharged 
from the U.S. Army following a 
tour of duty in Germany. 

“I began working as a bus 
driver during the day and a 
maintenance man at the old 
Gordonier School at night.” 
Hadyniak said. 

He said he continued as 
maintenance man for 10 to 15 
years and became transporta- 
tion supervisor in the 1970s. 

“The life of a school bus 
driver was really different in 
the $1.35 an hour days, when I 
first started,” Hadyniak said. 
“Bus drivers were allowed to 
be much stricter with the stu- 
dents then. Now it appears 
many parents are willing to 
take the word of the kids over 
the bus drivers.” 

The buses also were a lot 
different then, Hadyniak said, 
as some were still warmed by 


kerosene heaters and only 
some had air conditioning. 

“Today we have 75 bus 
drivers, substitutes and me- 
chanics on duty and the 
drivers are given six hours of 
defensive driving training 
each year to keep them up- 
dated with their driving 
skills,” he said. 

Hadyniak is proud of the 
friendship that abounds 
within his staff and the record 
they have built up during 20 
years. “And the only accidents 
we have had are those in 
which another vehicle has 
struck our school buses," he 
said. 

“I also served with the Ro- 
mulus Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment for 17 1/2 years, many as 
captain,” Hadyniak said. “I re- 
signed the fire department po- 
sition, shortly after by son. 
Craig, 1 1/2, was tragically 
killed in a back yard acci- 
dent.” 

The young child became 
trapped between an old stored 
garage door and a fence and 
died of crushing injuries back 
in 1973, he said. 

As he approaches his retire- 
ment Hadyniak said the thin 1 ’ 
he will miss the most will be 


working with the drivers and 
support staff, who have be- 
come an extended family for 
him. 

He hopes to do a “lot of fish- 
ing for walleye up in the UP or 
Lake Erie” with his wife, Es- 
ther, who also is an excellent 
fisherwoman. “But since she is 
undergoing chemotherapy 
treatments for cancer, we will 
not be making very extensive 
trips at this time.” 

But Hadyniak is thankful 
that many of his immediate 
family live in the Romulus 
area including his three 
brothers. 

Hadyniak and his wife have 
four grown children, Linda, 
Johnny, Lorie and Scott and 
six grandchildren, five grand- 
sons and one granddaughter. 

Spending more time with 
the grandchildren is another 
joy, Hadyniak is looking for- 
ward to as the young children 
constantly tell him, “Papa you 
got to go here (or there) with 
me.” 

Hadyniak also hopes to con- 
tinue with one of the other fas- 
cinations he has had for 
decades-farming. “I grew ud

Restaurant 
owner is shot; 
patrons robbed

Two Friday the 13th bandits 
shot the owner of Baldo’s Res- 
taurant and robbed customers 
and employees of their per- 
sonal possessions late Friday 
night, police reported. 

The bandits, both armed 
with handguns, entered the 
Wayne Road strip mall estab- 
lishment about 11 p.m. Friday 
and began ordering both the 
workers and visitors to walk to 
the rear of the eating area of 
the restaurant and others to 
the waitress station, police 
said. 

The victims were ordered to 
empty their pockets of money 
and wallets, police said, and 
then were told to sit on the 
floor. 

One of the gunmen then 
forced the 43-year-old restau- 
rant owner, Pompeo Dimilia, 
to his office area, where the 
bandit demanded more 
money. When Dimilia failed to 
produce any more cash, police 
said, he was shot in the leg. 

Police said that the gunshot 
apparently did extensive dam- 
age to Dimilia’s femur (thigh) 
bone and he could be in the 
hospital for an extended pe- 
riod of time. 

After taking money from the 
cash register and all the per- 
sonal cash from the employees 
and customers, police said, the 
pair fled the scene. 

Dimilia was taken to An- 
napolis Hospital, where he 
was treated for the gunshot 
wound. 

Romulus police listed the 
suspects as a muscular black 
male, 6-feet, 2-(or 4) inches tall, 
sporting a mustache and wea- 
ring a dark hat, shirt and 
shorts. He was carrying a blue 
steel automatic pistol. 

The second suspect is de- 
scribed as a smaller black 
male, 5-feet, 7- inches tall, with 
a thin build, wearing a black 
stocking cap and red and blue 
faded plaid shirt. He was car- 
rying a small automatic pistol.

In an unrelated robbery, a 
24-year-old Metro Inn desk 
clerk told Romulus police that 
a knife-wielding bandit forced 
him to surrender the proceeds 
from the office cash register 
early Sunday morning. 

The victim told police that a 
thin black male, about 40 years 
of age, and 5-feet, 5-inches tall 
entered the inn office at 8230 
Merriman Road about 4:30 a.m. 
Sunday and mumbled some- 
thing to him. 

"1 asked him to repeat what 
he said,” the victim told police 
and he replied “give me all 
your money.” 

The office clerk surren- 
dered the money and then hit 
the holdup alarm as the bandit 
fled from the area, police said. 

The bandit was described 
as wearing a dark baseball cap 
and jacket. He was brandish- 
ing a large stainless steel 
knife. 

The same suspect appar- 
ently returned to the Metro 
Inn office at 3:55 a.m. Tuesday 
and robbed a 28-year-old fe- 
male desk attendant of an un- 
determined amount of cash. 

The bandit, who was de- 
scribed as wearing a dark 
baseball cap and jean style 
jacket and pants, this time only 
hinted he had a weapon, po- 
lice said, as no knife was seen 
in the second holdup. 

This time, police said, he 
walked up to attendant and 
quietly said “give me the 
money” and had his hand 
poked in his jacket as if it con- 
tained a weapon. 

The woman attendant pul- 
led out the cash drawer and 
set it on the counter, police 
said, and the bandit took what 
he wanted and fled. 

No arrests have been made 
in either case. 


Fourth candidate

“Arson really does burn 
everyone,” the fire chief said, 
“however, citizens can fight 
back by reporting arson and 
suspicious fires to their local 
fire and police officials.” 

There is a statewide pro- 
gram which pays up to $5,000 
for information leading to the 
arrest and/or conviction of ar- 
sonists. Tipsters can call 
1-800-44-ARSON to report 
such activity. 

To focus attention on this 
serious crime, Gov. John En- 
gler has declared May 22-28 
as Arson Awareness Week in 
Michigan.

Well protested as minority issue

For some Romulus resi- 
dents, the proposed deep well 
is not only an environmental 
issue, it involves the rights of 
the poor and minorities. 

It is no coincidence that 
hazardous waste wells and dis- 
posal facilities are located in 
areas populated by the low- 
income individuals and minor- 
ities, claim many who at- 
tended the informational 
meeting Tuesday night at the 
First Baptist Church of Ro 
mulus. 

Guest speaker Ken Brown, 
who has doctorate in environ- 
mental history, asked the audi 
ence what happens when they 
“throw away.” 

“Where is away? When we 
discard something, we don’t 
think of where ‘away’ is. We 
don’t want ‘away’ to be Ro- 
mulus,” Brown said, noting 
that there are 20 dump sites in 
Romulus. 

When compared to all of the 
counties in the nation, Wayne 
County is third in the rate of 
lung cancer, ninth in child can- 
cers and sixth in all cancers, 
Brown told the group. 

Brown linked the high rates 
of cancers and other illnesses 
with the number of waste sites 
in the country. 

“We’re here today to partici- 
pate in an effort to no longer 
tolerate pollution from every- 
one in the community. Busi- 
nesses in the past have made a 
practice of dumping in the 
community - in black areas of 
the south and in Mexican 
areas in the west. Now, we are 
starting to fight back." said the 
moderator of the meeting. “No 
more dumping - not in our 
neighborhoods.” 


Although there was only a 
modest turnout for the pro- 
gram, participants were not 
discouraged by the lack of nu- 
mbers. 

“We’re getting the knowl- 
edge out, and we expect posi- 
tive feedback from this 
meeting,” said Raymond 
Fowler. “We believe that, as 
the people who are here 
spread the information, it will 
snowball. The people who 
didn’t make it tonight will hear 
about it.” 

“Neighbor groups will be- 
come more aware. There are a 
lot of questions that are being 
answered tonight,” said Mal- 
colm Underwood. 

Nettie Whitmer believes the 
meeting could provide the im- 
petus to stop the well construc- 


tion. 

“This meeting will help peo- 
ple to think about it. It may not 
stop it (the well), but I hope it 
will stop it,” Whitmer said. 

Distributed at the meeting 
were copies of the Principles 
of Environmental Justice 
which affirms “the sacredness 
of Mother Earth, ecological 
unity and the interdepen- 
dence of all species, and the 
right to be free from ecological 
destruction” and demands 
that “public policy be based on 
mutual respect and justice for 
all peoples, free from any form 
of discrimination or bias.” 

The statement was adopted 
in 1991 at the multinational 
People of Color Environmen- 
tal Leadership Summit. 



School salary 
freeze is OK’d

After two years of negotia- 
tions and a three-year pay 
freeze agreement, Wayne- 
Westland School District Ad- 
ministrators contracts were 
approved by members of the 
Board of Education on May 9. 

“The three-year pay freeze 
is an honest effort of our ad- 
ministrators to help us out of 
the financial crisis,” Superin- 
tendent of Schools Dr. Larry 
Thomas said. 

The Wayne-Westland Build- 
ing Administrators Associa- 
tion (W-WBAA) and Wayne- 
Westland Central Office Ad- 
ministrators Association (W- 
WCOAA) will not receive any 
raise in pay until July 1, 1995 
when a one-time payout of 8 
percent is provided and their 
pay schedules are increased 
by 8 percent. 

“Administrators have 
worked two years without a 
contract. This agreement 
means now they’ll work three 
years without a pay increase,” 
Associate Superintendent of 
Employee Services Bill Taylor 
said. “They would have gotten 
a 3-percent increase each year 
- that’s 9 percent they’re never 
going to see,” Taylor added. 

The 8 percent payout is di- 
vided between the 1992-93 and 
1993-94 school years, with ad- 
ministrators receiving a 3-per- 
cent increase for last year and 
a 5-percent increase for the 
current school year. Adminis- 
trators will not receive any pay 
increase for the 1994-95 school 
year. 

The bargaining units also 
agreed to concessions by in- 
creasing the work year by two 
days, reducing vision fringe 
benefits and receiving district 
evaluations every two years in- 
stead of three. 

“Anytime this administra- 
tion deems necessary, they 
may evaluate an administra- 
tor,” Taylor added. 


In addition, both bargaining 
units will no longer be able to 
carry over unused sick time to 
the next year. The W-WBAA 
also made concessions not to 
carry over unused vacation 
time. 

“There has been an historic 
compromise in this tentative 
agreement. All year we’ve 
struggled with the dilemma of 
saving programs and resolving 
contracts. Kids do come first in 
this agreement,” board mem- 
ber Laurel Raisanen said be- 
fore the measure was 
approved 5-1, with trustee De- 
bra Fowlkes absent. 

Trustee Richard LeBlanc 
voted down the measure. 

“The three-year wage freeze 
is unprecedented ... but I’m 
still not sure we have the 
money to pay these contracts 
in 1995,” LeBlanc said. “Never 
has the schools’ financial posi- 
tion been more cloudy than 
today.” 

LeBlanc stressed that his 
motives were strictly financial 
and that he was supportive of 
the “dedicated staff.” 

“I just don’t see the money 
to pay for this,” he added. 

According to Chief Fiscal 
Officer Randy Liepa, the 
school district must borrow 
money to pay expenses be- 
cause the district spends 
money at a diffeient rate than 
it is received from the state. 

“The state pays revenues af- 
ter the school year charts (in 
October). Before (Proposal A) 
we received the money ■* 
front,” Liepa said. 

“We are stuck because ot 
the stupid people in Lansing. 
We have to pay $400,000 in in- 
terest on the money we have to 
borrow,” McCusker said. 

Board President Francis 
Winter added that Wayne- 
Westland administrators are 
ranked in the bottom third pay 
scale among Wayne County ad- 
ministrators. Winter also 
stressed the amount of extra 
work administrators have 
been required to do.

“I decided that there was a 
choice between complaining 
and doing something, and I de- 
cided to do something,” Green 
said. 

Controversy has sur- 
rounded the 34th District 
Court, which serves Romulus, 
Belleville and the townships of 
Van Buren, Sumpter and 
Huron, since the discovery of 
an alleged embezzlement by a 
former administrator and is- 
sues involving court expenses 
and court auctions. 

While Green worked in the 
Wayne County Prosecutor’s of- 
fice, she had experience with 
juvenile offenders and ne- 
glected and abused children. 

“It is very important that in 
order to change our commu- 
nity, we must start with our 
children. Not only must we 
protect them and love them, 
but we must also teach them, 
and it is only through educa-

future.” 

Later, she became an attor- 
ney general for the state and 
worked with state agencies in- 
cluding Social Services, the 
Michigan State Licensing 
Authorities-Regulating 
Builders’ and Real Estate Li- 
censes and the Michigan Em- 
ploy m e n t Security 
Commission. She also repre- 
sented the Michigan Secretary 
of State against drunk drivers. 

She is now in private prac- 
tice involving commercial liti- 
gation in Southfield, and 
serves as assistant personnel 
director for the secretarial 
and support staff of some 100 
people, and is a member of a 
five-panel board that oversees 
the professional staff. 

“I believe that my legal ex- 
perience as well as my person- 
nel and management 
experience make me a candi- 
date with the ability to have 
hands-on contact with the com- 
munity on a personal level that 
this community so desperately 
needs,” she said.

As you know, I’ve been spending a lot of time looking at the way the City of Romulus 
is spending our tax dollars. We at V.O.T.E.S. thoroughly examine how the City spends 
each of our hard-earned tax dollars. We want to see that every dollar spent is spent 
efficiently, with the maximum benefit for all Romulus residents. 

We all clip coupons, shop at sales, and the like, but do we really question if our city is 
spending our tax dollars efficiently, making them go as far as possible? We must. 
Every Romulus citizen has a stake in the outcome. Every Romulus citizen should have 
his or her opinions heard by the City. We at V.O.T.E.S. are working very hard to see 
that happen, but we need your help. 

The “fund balance” is the City’s version of a savings account. The July 1, 1993 fund 
balance was $ 1 , 958 , 472 . On July 1, 1995, the City plans to have only $ 41 , 406 . The 
mayor reports “in order to balance this budget revenues require a supplemental 
amount of $880,000 from fund balance. ” Revenues haven’t kept pace with expenses, 
so the City is using our savings to make up the difference. 

Even this may not be enough. In her cover letter to the 1994-95 budget, the mayor 
admits the need for " substantial revision of this document, up to and including a 
reduction in work force or hours. ” Except for this brief statement in the budget, why 
has the City not told us about the need to cut services and make big changes to the 
budget? Why are we, the citizens and taxpayers, not better informed? We would like to 
see more public discussion between the Mayor and Council about this and other 
financial matters. 

It’s very common to spend this savings when times get bad and build it up when times 
are good. Will this money run out before things get better? When does the City expect 
things to get better so we can rebuild our savings? Leaving only $ 41,406 in savings 
doesn't leave many options if the City’s estimate on the economic turnaround is 
wrong. An unforeseen emergency could wipe this out in a couple days. 

The City itself states in the budget " a stronger [fund] balance is required to enhance 
the City’s bond rating and cash flow”, but yet the City is spending this money. Bad 
bond ratings mean much higher interest rates on loans and more of our taxes going 
straight to interest, no important services - like EMS. fire and police protection. 

If we don't have any savings to supplement the budget in years to come, as was done 
this year, the City will be forced to borrow, at a high rate of interest, or raise taxes 
substantially. Is this the most efficient plan of action? When will the City stop 
spending our savings and start to rebuild them? These questions need solid answers. 

V.O.T.E.S. needs your support and your help to make Romulus more financially 
efficient and a better service provider. Please join with us.

“It’s extremely important 
that we’re losing quality fami- 
lies. They had elementary 
school students and were up- 
set at the school district at

LeBlanc said, inviting resi- 
dents who disagree to call him 
at home telephone number 
which is listed. 

“One of them, after less than 
two days at the other school, 
was amazed at the oppor- 
tunities they had at the other 
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district,” LeBlanc added. 

Board President Francis 
Winter said he felt many par- 
ents who leave the district, be- 
cause of the schools, are doing 
so because of the lack of cur- 
riculum. 

“I talked to parents moving 
out of the district and they said 
it’s because of the curriculum 
offered. No one ever likes to 
see people move out of the dis- 
trict, but I don’t see many va- 
cant homes,” Winter said. 

LeBlanc said district enroll- 
ment has increased, but only 
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because of the new building of 
homes and condos in the area. 

“What we saw four years ago 
was a decline. This school 
board has to shape up. I take 
my share of the responsibility 
for this,” however, LeBlanc 
said, “I will say that my de- 
meanor has been fairly good if 
not better than some of my col- 
leagues.” 

“I have not talked to any 
person this year who said this 
is a great district and a great 
board. There are more board 
problems than school prob- 
lems,” LeBlanc said. 

“Yes, we have problems like 
any family, but we’re working 
toward solutions. I still think 
people are quite happy with 
the quality of education here,” 
Winter said referring to the 
plan for redistricting the 
schools.

Charges of being “booted”

“Waldmeir was never on the 
committee,” said Scott, a West- 
land resident who chairs the 
WCCC presidential selection 
committee. “He was nomi- 
nated by three trustees, but 
never formally placed on the 
committee. Obviously, he was 
not notified about the meeting, 
because he had not been 
named to the committee. 

“When Waldmeir’s name 
was proposed, one of the board 
members said he would not 
serve on the committee if Wal- 
dmeir was on it,” Scott said. 
“We are seeking people to 
serve on the committee with 
positive attitudes about the 
college, and Waldmeir is well 
known as being very critical of 
the college.” 

The columnist also charged 
that Scott “just sat there silent 
and helpless as (Trustee Presi- 
dent Denise) Wellons-Glover 
gave me the heave-ho.” 

Scott said that the columnist 
had never indicated that he 
wanted to talk to him.

HOW TO PURCHASE A COMPANY 

He’s going to make them work--and he’s going to offer them a fevv surprises. 

As part of an ongoing program at Big Rock Valley in Cassopolis, Mich., author 
Galen Dean Loven will facilitate workshops encompassing the principles he ex- 
plains in his book. Succession Planning for Closely Held Businesses. And no, he isn’t 
talking about estate planning or how to take over the family business. What he’s 
talking about is how to buy a business and make sure the purchase makes everybody 
involved happy with the deal. 

"The workshop is designed for those would-be or want-to-be business owners, or 
for those who just completed taking over a business,” the 43-year-old professional 
consultant explained. “This is a working session and will be intensely focused on the 
individual needs and business situation involved. When participants leave here, 
they will have in hand working documents concerning themselves and the acquisi- 
tion or succession they are planning,” Loven said. 

Huh? What documents? What plans? 

“That’s why we’re calling it a workshop,” Loven said, “rather than a seminar or 
lecture. This is designed for the people attending who need a strategy and a plan for 
owning and acquiring a business. 

“For instance, they need plans for dealing with outside providers- people who 
will supply raw material, supplies or even bankers. 

They need a plan for dealing with the present owner or seller and they need a 
strategic plan for the business,” he said. 

“And they need the financial tools for succession-they need to understand finan- 
cial statements and the ways to finance a business. It’s hard to say what we’ll do 
because it is so individual-we’ll look at some very creative ways to deal with an 
acquisition,” Loven said. 

Loven’s primary business for the past six years has been helping plan successions 
or acquisitions of businesses. He’s been a business owner for more than 20 years. He 
has a degree in electrical chemical engineering and is pursuing his masters degree 
in international management at Whitworth College in Spokane, Wash. He began his 
professional career as a regional manager with Zerox, “but that was ancient history.” 

And Loven has learned a lot in the hundreds of sales and successions in which he 
has been involved. 

“There is a general expectation that the owner of a business will be responsible 
for succession-that just isn’t true,” Loven said. “What we teach buyers and hopeful 
buyers is that they are responsible if they want this to happen. They have to know 
how to deal with an entrepreneur. Most people just don’t know,” he added. 

“It goes along with my theory that most people under the age of 40 think life should 
be handed to them,” he said with a chuckle, “but I really believe and have proven 
with my experience that personal responsibility is one of the first tasks of owner- 
ship.” 

For a succession to be successful, buyers must realize the contributions of an 
owner-they usually just don’t know. Most senior managers and family members 
really discount the contributions of an owner. They don’t see what owners do-what 
they contribute and they, like people who have never owned a business, do not 
understand,” Loven said. 

“As for dealing with these owners, buyers must understand the perspective of the 
owners. What is going to motivate them-in most cases it isn’t money. Money is only a 
symptom of the real issue,” he said. “Buyers need to discover the real issue and 
satisfy owners in a sale. Those motives are usually highly personal and individu- 
alized,” he added. 

“As I said, most people, senior managers and employees, tend to discount owners’ 
contributions. Until you’ve been an owner, you don’t understand. It’s sort of like until 
you’ve worn the clothes, you don’t know how they fit,” he said. “We look at ourselves 
in our business as custom tailors. When you put on clothes we’ve helped you with, 
there’s a reasonable chance they’ll fit.” 

Loven said that during a succession or acquisition, the hidden agendas of most 
people involved are revealed. And couples in business face particular problems, he 
said. 

“The roles of partners change, depending on who’s in the room,” he said. “And 50 
seems to be the magic year with entrepreneurs. That’s when they have their real mid- 
life crisis,” Loven added. 

“The person in business has no idea how they affect the lives of others and those 
around them, they are buried up to their neck in what they do. I believe that 
communication between spouses is tantamount to success. Partners need to commu- 
nicate and to talk-the person who is not the owner can still be pro-active,” Loven 
said. 

A workshop designed for couples is planned at Big Rock Valley in September, 
Loven said. 

But the June meeting will be of real value to those who want to buy a business, 
Loven said. And those attending will be well on their way to owning or successfully 
operating a business. 

“No business ever sold remains the same. Buyers need to identify what the busi- 
ness is today and what it is that they want it to be-and they need to understand 
owners. It’s pretty simple. Most owners want the same thing. Thy want their business 
to continue to succeed. That’s really what they nearly all want— the money and the 
rest of it is secondary.” Loven said.

Loretta Sovel understands 
love at first sight. 

She also knows the heart- 
break love can cause when the 
object of that overwhelming af- 
fection behaves in a hurtful or 
inappropriate manner.

Driving costs rise slightly in 1 994 


In 1994, motorists will pay an average 
$5,910 in ownership and operating 
costs, up $106 from last year and an 
increase of 1.6 percent. 


Annual costs to own and op- 
erate a new car increased less 
than one cent per mile in 1994. 

Lower fuel prices and a de- 
cline in finance charges 
helped offset higher deprecia- 
tion expenses and limited the 
driving cost increase to .7 cent 
per mile for 1994, or a total of 
39.4 cents, according to a AAA 
Michigan report. 

Average ownership and op- 
erating expenses are based on 
driving 15,000 miles per year. A 
composite of three domes- 
tically built cars - a subcom- 
pact Ford Escort LX, a mid- 
size Ford Taurus GL and a full- 
size Chevrolet Caprice - were 
used to compute the national 
average. 

The average per mile driv- 
ing cost was nearly unchanged 
from 1992 to 1993, rising only .1 
cent, according to AAA Michi- 
gan. 

In 1994, motorists will pay 
an average $5,910 in ownership 
and operating costs, up $106 
from last year and an increase 


of 1.8 percent. 

According to Your Driving 
Costs, 1994 average driving ex- 
penses varied from a year ago 
as follows: 

• Depreciation increased 
$110, from $2,830 in 1993 to 
$2,940 in 1994. 

• The cost of gas and oil fell 
from 5.9 cents per mile to 5.6 
cents, a decrease of $45 annu- 
ally. 

• Finance charges, assum- 
ing 20 percent down at 10 per- 
cent interest for four years, 
declined $22 from $670 in 1993 
to $648 in 1994. 

• Total insurance cost, in- 
cluding collision, comprehen- 


sive and property damage/ 
liability, were up nationwide 
$25 from $744 in 1993 to $769 in 
1994. However, the average 
AAA Michigan policy declined 
about $20 since October of 
1993. 

• Taxes, license and regis- 
tration cost rose $16 from $178 
in 1993 to $194 in 1994. 

• Tire costs increased from 
.9 cents per mile to one cent 
per mile, an increase of $15 an- 
nually.

Conference set 
in Wayne murder 

A June 24 final conference has 
been scheduled for a Wayne man 
charged with second-degree mur- 
der and felony firearm before De- 
troit Wayne County Recorder’s 
Court Judge Warfield Moore. 

Bruce Edward Buford, 23, al- 
legedly shot to death Wayne resi- 
dent Richard Daniel at his aunt’s 
home at the Hickory Hollow com- 
plex March 29. 

A $250,000 bond was set for Buf- 
ord during a recent preliminary ex- 
amination before 29th District 
Court Judge Carolyn Archbold. 

Police received a 911 call from 
the victim's aunt at approximately 
12:19 a.m.. according to Wayne Po- 
lice Chief John Colligan. 

Police found the victim uncon- 
scious on the floor with a gunshot 
wound. He was transported to An- 
napolis Hospital where he was pro- 
nounced dead on arrival. 

If the defendant if found guilty of 
second-degree murder and felony 
firearm, he could receive up to life 
in prison. 


Corpse found 
in Rouge River 

Canton Township police are at- 
tempting to determine if the corpse 
discovered by Plymouth Township 
police officers May 19 may be miss- 
ing Alzheimers patient, Richard Ed- 
win Huntley, 72. 

Police extracted the body from 
the river at Northville and Hines 
Drive early Thursday night after a 
resident contacted the department. 

While police cannot confirm the 
man’s identity, Police Community 
Relations Officer Tammie Colling 
said, characteristics of the man 
found match those of Huntley. 

Police are waiting for a report 
from the Wayne County Medical Ex- 
aminer. 

Huntley was reported missing 
from his Canton Township apart- 
ment April 5. Since his disap- 
pearance, local police have 
conducted extensive searches of the 
surrounding area. Huntley’s wife 
suspected he may have returned to 
his home state of New Jersey. 

Fire claims life 
of local man 

Canton Township firefighters re- 
sponded to the 8400 block of Alton 
just after midnight May 20, but were 
unable to reach Robert Vander- 
roest in time. 

Vanderroest, in the basement at 
the time of the fire, occupied the 
home with his two adult children, 
who were not home at the time of 
the blaze. Firefighters attempted to 
reach the 48-year-old homeowner, 
but were not successful. A chaplain 
was called to the scene to comfort 
family members. 

Responding fire units reported 
smoke visible while en route and 
upon arrival flames were visible 
throughout the residence. One fire- 
fighter was transported to Oakwood 
Clinic for minor injuries.

Firefighters, who responded to the site of a haz 
ardous materials explosion and fire Wednesday at 
a Van Buren Township landfill, remained at the 
scene for eight hours. 

At approximately 12.05 a.m., Van Buren Towns- 
hip firefighters and police officers responded to a 
fire at the EQ The Environmental Quality Com- 
pany, formerly known as Envotech. on the Inters- 
tate North Service Drive and discovered 
hazardous materials were involved. 

The scene was cordoned off and the Western 
Wayne Hazardous Incident Response team was 
notified. 

According to the Van Buren Public Safety De- 
partment. the fire started when a worker at the 
treatment plan was opening a 55-gallon drum con 
taining a magnesium alloy. The magnesium ig- 
nited, causing a small explosion and fire. Workers

attempted to extinguish the fire with sand, but 
the fire has already spread to other chemicals. 
The workers evacuated the area with no injuries. 

Van Buren Police officers, assisted by the 
Michigan State Police, Wayne County Sheriff, 
Wayne County Airport police, Washtenaw County 
Sheriff, and police from Belleville. Romulus and 
Canton Township, closed the 1-94 service drives 
on both sides of the freeway between Belleville 
and Rawsonville roads as a precautionary mea- 
sure. 


"We had 28 firefighters from Van Buren Towns- 
hip plus 20 from the Western Wayne Hazardous 
Incident Response team,” said Fire Chief A1 
Smolen. “We didn’t clear the scene until 8:10 a.m., 
about eight hours from when we responded. In 
the first hour and one-half we had the majority of 
the fire out. The remainder of the time was spent 
mopping up the hot spots, sampling the air and 
monitoring the smoke pattern. 

“Our main goal is to protect the residents and 
rescuers. We closed I 94 to be sure that people 
would not be contaminated as they drove by,” 
Smolen said. "We monitored the air at Harbour 
Club Apartments, across the freeway, and when 
the wind shifted in its direction we encouraged 
people to stay indoors and keep their windows 
closed.” 

The fire chief said the explosion and fire, 
which produced a "significant event,” did not af-

Branching out 

Cottonwood tree 
is largest in state

An enormous tree in Wayne received state- 
wide recognition for the second time in less 
than 30 years. 

A cottonwood tree which has made a home 
on the north side of town near bike path marker 
63 was recently proclaimed the winner of the 
Global Relief largest tree contest in Hart Plaza, 
according to Dick Polehna, reporter for the 
Wayne cable television show. 

Polehna entered the tree in the contest along 
with Monroe Elementary School teacher Frank 
Walker. 

“I happened to see the entry for the contest 
only days before the deadline,” Polehna said. “I 
notified Frank Walker about it, and we decided 
to send in the measurements.” 

The cottonwood phenomenon actually mea- 
sures 339 inches around, according to Polehna. 
It took top honors at the Global Relief event as 
the largest tree in the state. 

“It could even be the largest in the nation,” 
Polehna said. “It’s being checked for that con- 
sideration right now.” 

It was July 12, 1967, however, when the cot- 
tonwood tree first became famous, according to 
Walker. His father, Dr. Frank B. Walker, noticed 
the magnitude of what looks like three tree 
trunks merged together while he was taking a 
walk with his children down a path on the out- 
skirts of Dynamite Park. 

The towering branches and gigantic trunk 
captured his attention. 

“At the time my father had read an article 
about a group which was asking for information 
on large trees in the area,” Walker said. “The 
article even gave the reader instructions on 
how to measure the tree. 

“My father went out and measured it, and 
then he sent in the results.” 

It was only a matter of days before Walker’s 
father was notified by the society that repre- 
sentatives were visiting Wayne to officially 
measure the tree with their own instruments.

False accusation 

Investigation clears 4 officers on brutality charges

After an in depth investigation into allegations 
of police brutality during the arrest of Darren 
Lacey, four Inkster police officers were cleared 
and the allegations were found to be unsubstanti 
ated. 

Following his March 25 arrest, Lacey appeared 
before the Inkster City Council and made allega 
tions that he had been physically beaten by four 
Inkster Police officers. At that time. Lacey dis 
played facial injuries and was conveyed to the 
council chambers in a wheelchair. 

City Manager Margie Rose noted that the city 
council promised a full investigation into the ai 


legations, and since that time, separate and inde 
pendent investigations also have been conducted 
by the Wayne County Prosecutor's office and the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 

“Mr. Lacey’s allegations ot police misconduct 
are not only wholly unwarranted but. also, con 
trar.v to the facts as they occurred on March 20. 
Tlie police officers involved arc innocent of the 
charges against them levied by Mr. Lacey In fact, 
two of the officers sustained injuries when they 
were struck by Mr Lacey during the course of his 
arrest. Rose reported 

“For tiie past two months, the Inkster officers 
have stood wrongfully accused of physically beat 
ing Mr Lacey. Some citizens of Inkster represent 


ing a small minority of residents, tried 

ci >nv ieted these office 

facts and circumstanc DUE 

thorough investigatio 

in her statement at tb 

ing.

Area man faces homicide charge in death of Romulus resident

Thirty-fourth District Court 
Chief Judge Felix Rogalle 
downgraded the complaint 
against a Huron Township 
driver involved in the vehicle 
crash which resulted in the 
death of Romulus resident 
Earl Plank to negligent homi- 
cide. 

The defendant. Bill James 
West, 18 , originally was 
charged with vehicular man- 
slaughter following a crash 
early May 7, when police said 
his car ran a red light at Wayne 
and Goddard roads in Ro- 
mulus. struck the side of a 
truck operated by Plank, flip 
ping it over on the side and 


killing the driver. 

Assistant Wayne County 
Prosecutor Jerry Dorsey 
called two witnesses last 
Wednesday, Romulus Police 
Officer Michael Grant and a 
private citizen. Robert Eden 

Grant testified that he was 
dispatched to the accident 
scene at 12:10 a.m. and found 
Mr. Plank slumped over in the 
passenger side of truck as it 
was tipped over by the force of 
the crash. He later determined 
Plank had been killed in 
stantly. 

The officer said West was 
semi-conscious and pinned in- 
side his vehicle with two other 
passengers. West and a fellow 
passenger were extricated by 
the Romulus Fire Department 


“jaws of life.’* The other pas- 
senger was able to squeeze out 
of the crushed vehicle by him- 
self. 

Grant said he followed West 
to Annapolis Hospital and 
found he smelled of intoxi- 
cants, but the driver was not 
tested for alcohol use until 
three hours later The test re 
suits showed at that time his 
blood alcohol level was only 
01. Grant said 

The police officer testified 
that West admitted chasing an- 
other car on Wayne Road alter 
the Huron High School prom. 
As he approached the God- 
dard Street intersection. Grant 
said West admitted being 
urged by a passenger in his car 
to continue after the vehicle 


which was traveling about 100 
mph. 

Just as he passed through 
the red light. Grant said the 
West car struck the Plank 
truck. 

Grant said while question 
ing West at Annapolis Hospi- 
tal, West admitted consuming 
three iced beers earlier. 

The officer said the West car 
left about 80 90 feet of skid 
marks at the scene. 

Eden said he was standing 
near the intersection shortly 
before the crash, when he 
heard the screech of West’s 
brakes and then witnessed the 
crash. He estimated the West 
car was traveling between 
50-65 mph at the time of the 
crash. 


Dorsey asked Rogalle to 
bind over the charge of motor 
vehicle manslaughter against 
West, based on the evidence 
“that shows he was grossly neg- 
ligent” in his driving pattern. 

But Rogalle, without any re- 
quests from the defense attor- 
ney, lowered the charge to 
negligent homicide. 

“I’m not infallible, so 1 will 
give the prosecution seven 
days to file a challenge to my 
action, and the defense seven 
days to respond to any such 


challenge,” Rogalle said. 

Dorsey met privately with 
about a dozen members of the 
Plank family both before and 
after the hearing last Wednes- 
day. 

It has not been revealed yet 
if the prosecutor’s office will 
challenge Rogalle’s ruling. 

Police officials said the ve- 
hicular manslaughter count 
carries a maximum 15-year 
prison term, while the negli- 
gent homicide carries only a

Do you have difficulty fal 
ling asleep?

“It’s amazing when you find 
out just how many people who 
have a sleep disorder and try 
to function during the day on 
maybe one or two hours of 
restless sleep.” 

The Garden City Sleep Dis- 
orders Center consists of two 
bedrooms and two examina- 
tion rooms, however, an expan- 
sion is being considered as the 
need increases, according to 
Parsell. 

Soft colors of mauve, cream 
and purple adorn the inside of 
the bedrooms which also 
house a video camera so the 
staff can monitor the patient 
throughout the night. The pro- 
cedure is painless, according 
to Parsell. 

“An average sleep study can 
last for two nights and a day,” 
Parsell said. “It really all de- 
pends on the problem. When a 
person first arrives at the facil- 
ity they are admitted and then 
after they change into their 



night clothes, sleep techni 
cians apply electrodes to their 
face, head, chest and legs. That 
takes about a half hour." 

The electrodes will not dis- 
turb a person's sleep. They just 
record the electrical activity 
present in the body. 

About 10:30 p.m. technicians 
take the individual into their 
private sleeping room. Once in 
the room, a few additional re- 
cording devices are applied. 

“Bedtime is around 11 
p.m.,” Parsell said. "There will 
be a technician in the room ad 
jacent to the patient’s room 
who will be monitoring the 
changes throughout the night. 
Anytime a patient needs some- 
thing, they can speak to the 
technician through the inter- 
com." 

Patients are asked to stay in 
bed for eight hours. A techni- 
cian awakes the individual at 
approximately 7 a.m. 

"The first night is what we 
call an acquaintance night 
where the patient gets use to 
the surroundings,” Parsell 
said. “It’s usually the second 
night when they are more re- 
laxed.” 

Sleep problems can vary 
from individual to individual, 
but there are common disor- 
ders which include: snoring/ 
sleep apnea: insomnia; nar- 
colepsy and periodic leg move- 
ments. 

“With sleep apnea, this per- 
son has all the sleep disorder 
symptoms which include high 
blood pressure and snoring,” 
Parsell said. “Actually if a per 
son snores loudly, it can be a 


sign of obstructive sleep 
apnea, a condition where 
breathing actually stops for up 
to minutes at a time. This can 
create a life-threatening situa 
tion." 

If sleep apnea is left untre- 
ated, it can contribute to day- 
time sleepiness and trigger 
high blood pressure, heart fail- 
ure and stroke. 

“With insomnia, the person 
has a difficulty falling asleep 
or staying asleep,” Parsell 
said. “With persistent insom- 
nia. the person will often feel 
tired and irritable.” 

Insomnia can also be 
brought on by stress, depres- 
sion, medications, irregular 
sleep schedule and physical 
illness, according to Parsell. 


Narcolepsy is a neurologi- 
cal condition characterized by 
daytime sleep attacks, sleepi- 
ness and lack of energy. Those 
with this disorder will find 
their muscles weaken when 
they are angry, surprised and 
amused. 

“With narcolepsy the indi- 
vidual may also have disturb- 
ing dreams and muscle 


paralysis when falling asleep 
or awakening,” Parsell said. 

With periodic leg move- 
ments, the individual has in- 
voluntary leg twitching and 
jerking which can disrupt 
sleep, leaving the person tired 
and sleepy during the day. 
Cramping and leg discomfort 
are other symptoms of this 
common sleep problem. 


Possible treatments for the 
various sleep disorders could 
include: 

• Restricting the use of cer- 
tain drugs, such as alcohol, caf- 
feine and sleeping pills. 

• Medications. 

• Special equipment for im- 
proving sleep. 

• A weight loss program. 

• Surgical intervention. 

There are two physicians 

who work with the patients on 
a one-to-one basis providing 
care. The Sleep Disorders 
Center accepts most insurance 
polices and Medicare.

Giddy up 

Cart goes behind horse

After several years of retire- 
ment, a trotter on “disability 
leave” is back in harness. 

Cavambro, a 13-year old 
standard bred horse, owned by 
Leilani Babcock of Sumpter 
Township, had once been a 
candidate for destruction due 
to a severe hoof problem. But, 
this spring, he sprung back in 
shape and is proudly pulling a 
cart - almost like the old days. 

“Cavi raced for six years. 
One year he was put out to pas- 
ture for the first time and he 
literally ate himself sick. He 
had been used to being in a 
stall, and severely over ate, 
which is dangerous for a 
horse,” Babcock said. “All of 
his problem when to his feet 
and he developed abscesses. 
Two things usually cause se- 
vere hoof diseases - racing too 
long and too hard and overeat 
ing.” 

The horse was boarded at 
Babcock’s Winterlong Stables 
on Judd Road where she 
helped to nurse him back to 
health during a two year pe- 
riod. 

“Cavi couldn’t put weight on 
his front feet. He kind of hob 
bled on his hind feet,” she 
said. “We soaked his feet and 
had his hooves trimmed, and 


finally he got better.” 

After the long period of time 
that the horse was disabled, 
his owners decided they could 
no longer afford to keep him 
and informed Babcock that the 
horse would have to be “put 
down,” or destroyed. 

“He is such a nice horse that 
I didn’t want that to happen, so 
I took him,” she said. ‘‘I 
thought I could hitch him to a 
cart and use him for pleasure 
driving as a show horse.” 

Last Saturday, Babcock 
hitched the cart to Cavi for the 
first time, and he took off as if 
he had never been sidelined. 

“He’s teaching me to drive, 
and he is very patient with me 
and puts up with my mistakes,” 
said Babcock, noting the horse 
is the expert and she is the 
novice in the cart pulling. “He 
is a perfect gentleman in the 
harness. There is little for me 
to do, but follow his lead.” 

After a bit more practice, 
Babcock plans to replace the 
plain cart for a fancy show' cart 
and, perhaps, enter Cavi in a 
couple of events at the Milan 
Fairgrounds. If all goes well 
Cavambro and his new driver 
may make an appearance at 
the Michigan State Fair in the 
future. 

Until that time, Cavi will be 
horsing around the stable with 
Little Richard the mule and an 
assortment of riding horses.

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Runners return to festival this year

The always well attended Ro- 
mulus 10K Run is being resumed 
Saturday after a one year absence. 
Director Dorothy West revealed. 

The race will add another ele- 
ment other than revival this year, 
she said, as it will also foster knowl- 
edge of and support for the Down 
river Chapter of the Michigan 
Lupus Foundation. 

West said she decided to “marry” 
the two needs after her mother. Dor 
othy Ball, died of lupus in 1979. 

West, in addition to being a 
teacher at Wick Elementaray 
School, also is a member of the Ann 
Arbor Track Club. Thus, last winter 
she decided to combine the two ele- 
ments and offered to take over the 
leaderless 10K Run and at the same 
time help educate area residents 
about the problems of lupus dis- 
ease, that affects over a half million 
Americans today. 

West then contacted Tom Ro- 
berts, director of the Michigan 
Lupus Foundation, the largest in 
the U.S., and asked if they could use 
the 10K Run as a lupus fundraising 
event. 

West, whose family already was 
inpacted by the disease, learned 
that the often- fatal disorder of the 
immune system affects mostly wo- 


men. West also learned that 16.000 
cases of lupus are diagnosed each 
year, with women victims outnum 
bering men by a ratio of 10-to-l. 

Roberts said the number of cases 
of lupus are increasing more rap 
idly today because more is known 
about the disorder, despite the fact 
the general public still remains rel- 
atively ignorant of its existence. 

With the dual agreement reached 
with the city and the Lupus Founda- 
tion. West then proceeded to en- 
courage runners, walkers and even 
wheelchair users to take part in the 
Saturday races and walks. 

Knowing that many participants 
wait until race day to sign on be 
cause of Michigan weather changes, 
West has arranged for a late regis- 
tration period from 6:30 to 8:15 a.m. 
Saturday for the 5K Walk, 1 Mile 
Fun Run and 10K Run. 

The 5K Walk and 1 Mile Fun Run 
will begin at 8 a.m. and the 10K Run 
starts a half hour later. 

The awards ceremony will begin 
at 10:15 a.m., West said, and hope- 
fully Roberts and Scott Wilson of 
Garden City (the awards company 
owner working with West) will be in 
attendance. 

Ironically, Wilson was diagnosed 
with lupus three years ago. An avid 
bowler, Wilson found his energy 
level dipping drastically and saw 
his 17-year bowling average of 195 


dropping to 165. 

The- weight of his bowling ball 
also was cut from his normal 16 
pounds to 13 pounds. But he credits 
his doctor, the Lupus Foundation 
and his teammates with excellent 
medical treatment and enthusiastic 
encouragement, so that this year his 
energy level has risen and he is now 
able to use a 15-pound bowling ball. 

The biggest excitement of the 
year, however, came on March 29, 
1994, Wilson said, when he bowled a 
remarkable 300 game. “The irony is 
the highest I ever bowled when I 


was healthy was 287,” Wilson said. 

The 6 foot 6 inch trophy store 
owner said he is impacted by a mild 
form of lupus known as mixed con 
nective tissue disease. lie is hoping 
that the disease does not “go inter- 
nal” and if that occurs he could live 
a somewhat normal life. 

Despite the fact he has much 
more energy today than in recent 
years, he realizes. that lupus pa- 
tients still have some bad days. 

Wilson remains hopeful that he 
will be able to attend the Saturday 
festivities.

Elvis to entertain crowds 


Sherman Arnold has been impel* 
sonating rock n roll king Elvis Pre- 
sley since 1956. when Arnold was 
only 16. 

But this week Arnold, who is the 
oldest Presley impersonator in the 
aspect of longevity of entertaining 
fans of the late superstar, will be 
appearing at the Romulus Michigan 
Week Festival beginning 5:30 p.m. 
Sunday. 

Arnold, now 54 and a member of 
the Elvis Presley Impersonator’s 
Hall of Fame, will open his initial 
four-hour show with members of the 
Interstate Band. The early show 
will offer numerous ‘50s songs, in- 
cluding legendary rock n’ roll tunes, 
country and Rock-a-Billy songs, 
waltzes and ballads. 

Later in the evening Arnold will 
switch into one of his dozen or more 
Presley style jumpsuits and offer an 
extensive “Tribute to Elvis.” 

Arnold stresses that he in no way 
believes that he is Elvis and consis- 
tently reminds the crowd that he is 
only providing a tribute to Elvis, a 
unique entertainer he has looked 
up to since his teenage years. 

Arnold refuses to join the “Elvis 
is Alive” fanatics. 

“If Elvis were alive, he would be 
out there entertaining,” he said. 


The Taylor resident said one of 
his most prized possessions is a 1951 
Studebaker auto that sports three 
air brushed paintings of the rock ‘n 
roll legend at different points in his 
career. 

In the early part of the Sunday 
show, Arnold said, he and members 
of the Interstate Band will offer ren 
ditions of other ‘50s greats including 
Buddy Holly and Jerry Lee Lewis. 

Throughout the evening Arnold 
and his group accepts requests for 
special dance music favorites and 
other tunes. He passes out scarfs 
during his shows to women and 
mini Teddy bears (about three 
inches tall) to children in the audi- 
ence. 

Arnold said he made some re- 
cords in 1974 and then switched to 
tapes in the 1990s. Two of his tapes 
are tributes to Elvis, one is a coun- 
try music special and his latest and 
best selling one is a gospel music 
tape containing such songs as Cry- 
ing in the Chapel. Amazing Grace and 
In the Garden. 

“I use to close my Elvis tribute 
show with a rendition of “How Great 
Thou Art," he said, “but more re- 
cently have switched to “ Peace in the 
Valley ” as a finale. 

Arnold said he halted his Elvis
